UNION DEMAND ON 
RAILROADS MEETS 
COOL RECEPTION 


WASHINGTON. May 26- A union 
demand for the government to get 
ready to buy the railroads seemed to 
have little prospect today of being 
taken seriously here. 
A group of 20 railroad unions 
made the proposal last night, 
Their own loaders did not entirely 
agree on how fur they want to go 
with nationalisation of the industry. 
There was no immediate comment 
from the White House or govern 
pent agencies. But observers noted

The General Motors wage formula will be the moat 
Important idea of the year in negotiation« between 
management and union negotiators. 
The formula will be the postwar equivalent of the 
wartime little « teel formula. The fact It can be ac­ 
cepted or rejected, Instead of being enforced by a 
government agency, will not rob It of the attraction 
that any plan 1« certain to have If its soundness is 
recognised by a key segment of a basic industry. 
Other negotiators looking for a way to solve the same 
kind of problems are Inevitably Inclined to follow a 
leader’s example. 
The General Motors formula goes like this:: 
The General Motors employe« will get an 11-cent 
increase In hourly wage rates. This cannot be changed 
until next September at the earliest. 
At that time 
adjustment Is permitted under a contract that runs 
until May, i960. 
The adjustment, however, may be 
up or down, depending on the cost of living t- whether 
it goes up or down between now and next September. 
If living coats go down, the ii cent increase may be 
cut back by not more than 5 cents. If living costs go 
up. the 11-cent Increase will be subject to a further 
boost, to be worked out by collective bargaining. In 
either event, General Motors employe* will get a fur­ 
ther Increase of S cents In another year, regardless 
of what living costs do In the meantime. The form­ 
ula provider an absolute floor for General Motors 
wages of gl.M art hour, an average rate of 11.81 for 
’the remainder of the summer, and a celling governed 
by the cost of living Index. 
The employer gets reasonable assurance of wage 
stability under the formula and positive assurance, 
provided the contract Is honored by the union, of no 
work stoppage# for the next two years. Employes get 
aa immediate wage increase of 11 cents, a guaranteed 
increase of another three cents at the end of a year 
end assurance that any important increase in the 
cost Of living will get automatic recognition under the 
new contract. The cost of living index prepared by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics will be used as a basis 
for adjustment.

BOTH penicillin and the sulfo­ 
namide drugs are valuable in the 
treatment of throat infections, but 
they must be used with care and 
only under the direction of a phy­ 
sician becau se not even these won­ 
der drugs will be effective when ap­ 
plied hit or mis« . 
For example, acute sore throat is 
usually only a part of a general In­ 
fection of the 
upper 
respiratory 
passages. Thus, to treat the throat 
with penicillin while neglecting tne 
nose or rtasal sinuses will not re­ 
sult In a cure. 
Penicillin Lozenges 
However, many 
physicians, 
in 
•oeh ruses, advise the use of penicil­ 
lin lozenges which are allowed to 
tissoive siowly in the mouth, or they 
may suggest a similar preparation 
of one of the sulfonamide drugs. 
In such cases, the nose is also 
carefully examined by the doctor to 
determine if there Is any infection 
present in the sinuses and, if such 
infection Is present, treatment of 
the sinuses 1» carried out.

As a rule, acute tonsillitis clears 
up In several days with rest in bed, 
a light diet, and the giving of plenty 
of fluids, but recovery may be speed­ 
ed by the use of penicillin lozenges. 
In severe cases, penicillin may be 
given by injection into a muscle, or 
one of the sulfonamide drugs can 
be taken by mouth. 
Sometimes an abscess forms In 
the tissues around the tonsils. This 
is known as a peritonsillar abscess. 
The giving of penicillin or sulfona­ 
mide will help bring this abscess 
to a head. Then It can be opened 
and the Infected material drained 
out. 
In chronic infection of the tonsils, 
neither the sulfonamide nor

penicillin seems to bring about a 
cure, In such cases, removal of the 
tonsils is required.

dismissal he loses all pension rights. 
The treasury summary of the reg­ 
ulations said the procedure will be 
as follows: 
The minister involved will con­ 
sider evidence against a worker in 
his department and decide whether 
there is a prima facie case. If In 
his judgment there is. he will so ad­ 
vise the civil servant and give him 
particulars, such as the date of his 
alleged membership or nature of 
his association. 
However, the treasury cautioned, 
“thfre will have to be limits to the 
information given, for he cannot be 
given such particulars as might in­ 
volve the disclosure of the sources 
of the evidence." 
If the civil service worker accepts 
the evidence, he will be replaced 
in his job. If he doies not. he may 
go before a board of three advisers 
to the minister whose only function 
Is to advise the minister on questions 
of fact Meanwhile, the worker will 
go on special leave with pay. 
The worker may call In witnesses, 
but will not be permitted represen­ 
tation by a lawyer or any other thir d 
party before the board of advisers. 
Neither will any third party be per­ 
mitted to accompany him to the 
hearing. 
The three advisers will report to 
the minister. If the minister decides 
to uphold his own ruling of a prima 
facie case, he will give the worker 
an opportunity to defend himself 
before taking final action. 
The civil service national council 
demanded that aocused workers be 
allowed to have the help of a trade 
union representative when appear- 
lng before the advisers. 
The treasury commented that the 
government "did not feel able to 
agree.”

DETROIT. May 2S-~The nation's 
car industry 
has produced more 
than 2,000,000 vehicles so far « tills 
year but the unfilled order pile isn’t 
shrink ing a bit. 
The 2,000,000th vehicle to come 
from the assembly lines this year 
was assembled yesterday. Whether 
it was a passenger car or a truck 
hasn’t been determined but nearly 
STS .000 of all the vehicles made in 
19 48 have been truck s. Close to 
100,000 of the 
remainder 
were 
shipped to foreign mark ets. 
So the number of passenger auto­ 
mobiles available for distribution 
among some 5,500,000 persons who 
want new cars has not been very 
large. 
But for the materials shortages

and labor troubles the industry has 
encountered during the first five 
months of the year the 1948 pro­ 
duction total to date would have 
been closer to 2,500,000 vehicles and 
a 5,500.000 total for the year would 
have been a certainty. 
Instead of moving steadily toward 
a half-million-unlts a month out­ 
put, however, 
the factories have 
been plagued again by numerous 
stoppages. The current month’s out­ 
put vohnne probably will be the 
smallest the industry has had in 
nearly two yeara. Authoritative esti­ 
mates place the Indicated May out­ 
put in the United States at about 
220,000 passenger cars and 110,000 
truck s. 
Among the things that cut deeply 
into car and truck output so far this 
year were an industrial gas shortage 
In the manufacturing area; steel 
curtailments due to the coal mining 
walk out; General Motors’ one week 
shutdown attributed to materials 
shortages; the Ford shutdown for 
model change-overs and the Chrys­ 
ler strik e. 
None of these production handi­ 
caps was foreseen last Jan. 1. 
But if further work Interruptions 
can be avoided and a reasonable 
supply of steel and pig Iron can be 
had, the factories may still equal 
the production volume of last year. 
Tliat will mean a 19 48 output of 
close to 4,800,000 cars and truck s. 
Demand Due To Rise 
A sharp upsurge In demand un­ 
doubtedly will follow the introduc­ 
tion of new models this year. First 
to show 1949 models will be Ford, 
to be followed some months hence 
by Chevrolet and Plymouth in the 
volume price field.

The prize money vaulted Hogan’s 
tournament earnings for this year 
to $ 13,897.50 for 48 rounds of play, 
second only in dollars and cents to 
Lloyd Mangrum of Chicago, who 
picked up $ 14,764.99 in 10 more 
rounds. 
Turnesa, one of three brothers
